New York, January 24.—(4)—The 
death in London, England, of Abra- 
ham HH. Hummel, which became 
known last night, brings to a close 
the career of one of the most sensa- 
tional divorce lawyers this country 
ever has known. It marks also the 
passing of a former —, criimi- 
nal barristers, who went t ny ex- 
treme to gain their cases. 
| Hummel was a Gisciple and partner, 
as well as former office boy of Wil- 
‘liam Frederick Howe, known during 
‘the civil war as “Habeas Corpus” 
‘Howe, because of his success in free- 
‘ing drafted men, As partnérs, the 
firm gained much notoriety in defend- 


_ing more than 650 murderers. 

Had Large Practice. 
From 1870 to 1900, Howe and 
'Ilummel were retained in almost ev- 
‘ery criminal divorce or theatrical case 
| of any consequence, 
their dingy office on Centre street 
were lined with autographed pictures 
of actors and actresses, while the hall 
always was crowded with waiting 
clients, private detectives and process 
servers, 


‘The firm of Howe and Hummel 
was feared by all men and women 
who burned the candle at both ends 
and lived the life that leads to the 
divorce court, or who were involved 
in intrigues that were apt to result 
in breach of promise or alienation 
suits. It was said that the “butter 
and egg” men of that day feared the 
Howe and Hummel imprint on a let- 
terbead worse than any other result 
of their excursions aleng the prim- 


rose path. 
Kept Money tn Bucket. 

The partnership was unusual in 
many ways. In their office was a 
safe which was used to house the of- 
fice bucket. The partners, with the 
young attorneys associated with them, 
would meet each evening and pile 
their fees for the day in a common 
pool, which was then divided accord- 
ing to each person’s interest in the 
business. ‘They kept no books. 

Howe died in 1902. Hummel’s 
nemesis was the same district attor- 
ney, William Travers Jerome, who 
eonvicted Harry K. Thaw. Jerome 
had characterized the Howe and 
Hummel firm as “for more than 20 
vears a menace to this community.’ 
It was he who finally sent Hummel to 
the prison on Blackwell’s island for 
a year on conviction of conspiracy and 
subornation of perjury in the noto- 
rious Dodge-Morse divorce case, — 

As sensational in defeat as in vVic- 
tory, Hummel gave a grand farewell 
dinner at his mansion at 52 East 
Seventy-second street, just off Fifth 
avenue, attended by many friends. He

AN URGENT APPEAL. 


The Georgia Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs is urging Governor 
Walker to include in the extra ses- 
sion call an opportunity for the 
legislature to correct a very dis- 
tressing Situation in this state re- 
garding vital statistics. 

Georgia has no state laws gov- 
erning the registration of vital sta- 
tistics, and by a recent decision of 
the supreme court of the United 
States it was declared unconstitu- 
tional for the state to pay any fees 
for such registration. As a result 
of this decision, Georgia has been 
dropped from the United States 
census bureau of vital statistics, and 
her position is humiliating. 

In order that such a law may be 

enacted and Gecrgia may be re- 
Stored to the place in the United 
States census bureau of vital sta- 
tistics, it is necessary to have a 
constitutional amendment, subject 
the vote of the people. 
It is not a controversial issue, as 
every citizen realizes the impera- 
tivéness of vital statistics in carry- 
ing on public health work. This 
State has made an excellent health 
record and could do a great deal 
more if the assembly would main- 
tain adequately its health depart- 
ment. This subject of maintenance, 
however, is not the {issue that 
should be solved at the extra ses- 
sion. 

The vital statistics groundwork, 
under present circumstances, must 


to

Religious Emphasis week. 


Having noticed from the news col- | 


umns that this ‘‘week” 1s beginning 
today,.the thought has been rambling 
‘round inside the skull all Sundar. 


The thought of a “religious em- 
phasis” week brings other ideas as 


to what other intangibles might be 
emphasized with benefit to society as 
a whole. 


And, if a man who has probably 
laid too little emphasis on religion all 
his life may be permitted to speak, 


some of those other ideas are pre- 
sentec herewith for your considera- 
tion, 


In the first place, an increase in 
tolerance on the part of age toward 
youth might bring exceedingly desir- 
able results. There is nothing sadder 
than to hear an old—or even “oldish” 
—person say, “Dear me, I don’t know 
what the world is coming to. Now, 
when I was young * and so forth. 


As a matter of fact, the world is 
a vastly better place today than it 
was when the twentieth century 
dawned. ‘This writer is old enough 
to remember the first decade of the 
century vividly and he honestly be- 
lieves he would be a better man to- 
day had his young manhood been 
spent from 1920 to 1930, than he 
is, having spent it from 1900 to 1910. 


And the chief part of the improve- 
ment is attributable to the greater 
frankness of the youth of today. 
There are not half so many hidden 
things nowadays. Therefore, there 
aren't half so many alleged wicked- 
nesses which intrigue only by their 
secrecy. 


Secondly, for an improvement in 
human relationships, a little less. of 
the paternalism which has run ram- 
pant in recent years. You can’t make 
a boy a man or a girl a woman by 
keeping them caged up through child- 
hood and adolescence. ‘There seems 
to be a tremendous increase in the 
percentage of ‘“‘holier-than-thous” in 
the population of recent years. The 
most popular slogan of the day is, 
apparently, “Thou shalt not.” 

It might be well to remember that 
the dearest of all human begins, The 
Man of Galilee, recommended only 
the original Ten Commandmen.s— 
which are not all “nets,” you recall— 
with one addition. lLiis addition did 
not have anything to do with regu- 
lating the conduct of your neighbor. 
All He said was ‘“‘Love thy neighbor 
as thyself.” 


It isn’t necessary to first put your 
neighbor in jail for doing something 
which, after all, may be perfectly 
moral, but which you do not ap- 
prove, before you jove him. .A little 
help, a little sympathy and a little 
understanding in daily life is worth 
a ton of prison visitation after the 
iron bars have closed. 

Sympathy, human kindliness and 
understanding. “And the greatest of 
these is charity.” ‘fie ever recurrent 
memory that, just because a certain 
belief is yours, that does not guar- 
antee its rightness. Creeds and rules 
of conduct change and yours, too, will 
change as years pass on.

HEALTH TALKS

POISONS RUIN THE ARTERIES. 
Suboxidation, I pointed out in ear- 
lier articles, is probably the most im- 
portant single factor of arteriosclero- 
sis or hardening of the arteries. Sub- 
oxidation means that the body does not 
absorb and utilize enough oxygen; it 
has nothing to do with the purity of 
the air or the way you breathe. The 
oxygenation of the blood, that is, fur- 
nishing oxygen to the blood in the 
the combining of 
oxygen with food fuel or tissue sub- 
stunce in the body is quite another 
thing. This latter process is oxidation, 
combustion, metabolism, in short, life. 
It is controlled or regulated by the in- 
ternal secretion of the adrenal gland 
which ductless gland secretion or hor- 
mone acts in the body very much as 
ignition acts in a gasoline engine. 

Oxyen absorbed and utilized in ade- 
qnate quantity’is the antidote, the nat- 
ural antidote for various poisons or 
toxic by-products of metabolism, which 
poisons are more or less of an acid 
character. For instance, urie acid is 
formed by the incomplete combustion 
of nitrogenous food or tissue material. 
Not that urie acid is particularly 
poisonous or aceountable for any par- 
ticular disease, but it is a familiar 
type of the by-products of metabolism 
or wastes which produce a state ealled 
acidosis when retained in the blood 
and tissues in too great concentration. 
Such acid wastes are so often «asso- 
ciated with the development of arter- 
iosclerosis that physicians generally 
ascribe the damage of the arteries to 
the acid wastes. But it does not fol- 
low from this that the damage of the 
arteries can be prevented by the use of 
alkaline remedies. 

Low grade chronic lead poisoning, 
which often escapes recognition, is a 
notorious cause of hardening of the 
arteries. 

Aleohol, tobacco, coffee or tea, used 
by adults to exeess or by children at 
all, may produce arteriosclerosis.

| My Story of Atlanta 


SAM W. SMALL | - 
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CHAPTER XLIX. 


A City of Churches. 
Pioneers of the Baptist and Pres- 
byterian churches followed closely 
after the Methodists to set up altars 
and banners for such settlers as were 
prone to their creeds. 


Rev. D. G. Daniell, a missioner of 
the Georgia Baptist convention, came 
in with the year of city incorpora- 
tion, 1847, and organized a congrega- 
tion .that in the following year 
adopted the name of “First Baptist 
Church of Atlanta.” The lot at the 
corner of Forsyth and Walton streets, 
by the southeast section 
of the Federal] building, was bought 
for $130 and on it the first church 
was erected. The congregation at 
first included six men and eleven 
women. But it grew equally with the 
increasing population. The church ed- 
ifice was consumed in the Sherman 
conflagration, but the reassembled 
members determined that the church 
should: be resurrected in larger and 
more permanent form. In years of 
great financial dearth they labored 
faithfully, and in November, 1869, 
dedicated one of the handsomest 
church buildings in the city. 


The First Baptist; is one of the 
monumental churches of Atlanta— 
monumental of men and women of 
resolute faith and pronounced piety, 
whose contributions to the religion 
and morals of Atlanta are continued 
by their posterity and _ successors. 
The church now occupies, with a 
great equipment, the most eligible lo- 
cation in the city’s center at Peach- 
tree and Cain streets. Over its altar 
yet linger precious memories of such 
eminent and eloquent pastors as Spal- 
ding, Warren, Gwinn and the militant 
Hawthorne, with succession in this 
day to that strong and popular trum- 
peter of the gospel, Dr. Charles W. 
Daniel. 

In 1855 the Second Baptist church 
was born out of the mother church, 
and in 1867 the Third Baptist 
church was organized. Thence to the 
present day the denomination has fig- 
ured dominantly in the religious life 
of the city. It eatalogues in 1925 no 
fewer than 109 churches, 55 for the 
white people and 54 for the negro 
membership. Their combined roster 
is near to 56,000 members, 30,000 
Sunday school pupils and property 
possessions close to $3,000,000. 

The Methodist Episcopal church, 
south, has built up 38 churches for 
white members, some of the edifices 
being almost cathedral in size and 
enrichments. The membership is near 
to 28,000, Sunday school enrollment 
about 22,000 and the total church 
properties are valued around $2,000,- 
0OO. The Methodist Episcopal north- 
ern branch has four churches in the 
city, established since the conclusion 
of the civil war. There are 24 Meth- 
odist churches for negroes, with 13,754 
members and property valued at more 
than $700,000. 

The Presbyterians began to raise 
their Ebenezer in Atlanta in 1848, led 
by Rev. Dr. John S. Wilson. He 
called the unshepherded disciples of 
John Knox to the Union building, at 
the junction of Peachtree and Pryor 
streets. With himself they numbered 
20, which, being “more than a quo- 
rum,” proceeded to organize the 
“Presbyterian Church of Atlanta,” 
now the First Presbyterian church. 
Most of the early members had come 
down from the Piedmont region 
where Scotch-Irish Presbyterians pre- 
dominated. Some of the most notable 
leaders of the congregation were East 
Tennesseeans and one of its most fa- 
mous pastors, Rev. Dr. Joseph H. 
Martin, came to the church from 
IKXnoxville in 1873. He was the au- 
thor of many religious songs that 
still ring out from the hymn-books of 
the nation. 

The Presbyterians have increased 
with the growth of the city and now 
lave 24 white churches with over 
9,000 members and a Sunday school 
enrollment of nearly 11.000 young 
people. Among the distinguished 
preachers who have figured in_ the 


church’s Atlanta pulpits were Drs, 


Wilson and Martin, above mentioned ; 
Dr. J. T. Leftwich, Dr. Robert Q., 
Mallard, Dr. Rufus K. Porter, Dr. 
G. B. Strickler, Dr. William EB. Bogg 

Dr. T. P. Cleveland and Dr. N. Kef 
Smith. These men made strong lead- 
ers and contributed effectively to the 
religious and moral advancements of 
the city. 

_ There are twelve white Chris 
tian (or Disciples) churches in 
Atlanta at present, wit: 2,300 on 

their rolls; two white Congre- 

gational churches and two negro 

congregations of the same communion. 

Ten white Episcopal churches have 

nearly 4,000 communicants and prop- 

erties worth $1,250,000. A negro 

Episcopal parish has 200 members. 

The Lutherans have one church of 

near 400 adherents, and a Greek Or- 

thodox church has a zealous member- 

ship of 300 Hellenic Christirns. 

The Chureh of Christ, Scientist, 
generally known as the “Christian 
Science church,” has two congrega- 
tions and sumptuous temples in the 
city. The foundation of this re- 
markable cult in Atlanta is attributa- 
ble to the faith and militant enthu- 
siasm of Mrs. Sue Harper Mims, who 
was the wife of former Mayor Living- 
ston Mims and one of the most cul- 
tured flowers of southern society. 

The Roman Catholics had _ their 
pioneers in the city soon after its 
incorporation in the persons of John 
and James Lynch, Patrick Cannon 
and Daniel Dougherty. They were de- 
voted churchmen and lost no oppor- 
tunity to propagate the faith and ob- 
tain recruits. The first mass was 
celebrated in the home of Michael 
McCullough, at the corner of Hunter 
and then Lloyd streets, near the lo- 
cation where the Church of the Im- 
maculate Conception was subsequent- 
ly built and still stands. The first 
pastor was Rev. J. F. O'Neil, Jr., 
who was assigned to the _ parish 
in 1851. 

When the civil war came on Rev. 
Thomas O'Reilly was assigned to the 
pastorate. He was a_ straight-up 
churchman, a diplomat in public rela- 
tions and had all the fighting cour- 
age of his race. During the war 
period he made his church the house 
of comfort for Catholic soldiers from 
whencesoever and did not hesitate to 
administer the offices of a priest to 
the wounded and dying enemy pris- 
oners in hospitals and stockades. 

He refused to evacuate his church 
properties when the order for the de-— 
struction of the city was issued, but 
went to General Sherman, himself a 
Catholic, and challenged him to per- 
mit the burning of the property of 
the holy father. The generil re- 
voked so much of his decree as might 
affect the Catholic properties, with 
the result that neighboring Protes- 
tant churches—the Second Presby- 
terian, Second Baptist and St. Phil- 
ips—were saved, as also was the 
nearby city hall. For this bold and 
successful intervention Father O’Reil- 
ly received the gratitude of the At- 
lanta people and when he died in 
1872 they assisted at his funeral 
without regard to religious differences 
and mourned sincerely with his par- 
ishioners as they interred his remains 
beneath the altar of the church, where 
they rest today. 

That church has been served by 
some of the most accomplished priests 
of the country. Father Gross became 
bishop of Savannah and then arch- 
bishop of Portland, Oregon; Father 
Gunn became a bishop in the west, 
and Father Benjamin J. Keily was 
made the bishop of this diocese, served 
for many years, and recently died in 
this city, beloved and mourned by all 
who knew: him. 

The Church of SS. Peter and Paul 
was founded in 18S0 and has had a 
prosperous course with an_ evyer- 
increasing congregation. 

The Convent of the Sacred Heart, 
the Marist college and various Cath- 
oliec societies for benevolent opera- 
tions attest the pietistic and progres- 
sive spirit of our Roman Catholie

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FORCED LOAN 1S MADE 
BY DICTATOR OF GRetCt 


Athens, January 24.—(#)—The 
Greeks awoke this morning to learn 
that they all had become creditors of 
the government by virtue of a decree 
issued last evening. 

The decree proclaims that a forced 
internal loan of 1,250,000,000 drach- 
mai will be raised by reducing the. 
nominal value of bank uvtes in circu- 
lation by 25 per cent, except in the 
case of money deposited iu banks and 
notes in circulation amouating to 25 
drachmai and wnder. (The drachma 
nominally is valued: at about 19 
cents.) 

From now on, all notes above that 
amount must be cut in two unequal 
parts; the larger part will be worth 
three-quarters the original value and 
the smaller will constitute a share in 
the new loa’‘a, which will bear interest 
at 6 per cent from February 1. There 
will also be annual «rawings witb 
prizes amounting, to 10,000,000 
drachmai. 

The news came with great sudden- 
ness, although this measure is similar 
to the loan of 1922, which proved a 
success.

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PARK EYELASHES. 

The girl with blonde bi ic and light 
eyelashes has a very simple problem: 
if she wants to bring out her eyes 
she can darken her eyelashes. She 
can do this in two ways, one is by 
rubbing the lashes and eyebrows every 
day with a little castor oil; this will 
gradually darken them a trifle—a 
few shades—but it will help. Or she 
can emphasize them by using black 
cold cream. 

The latter is not makeup. Makeup 
is quite different in character, it con- 
sists of oils, glycerine and wa es cum- 
bined in a thick sticky paste which 
not only makes the lashes black or 
brown, but which makes them thicker 
by clinging: to each separte hair. 
Makeup shows, it must, and while it 
does sometimes make a girl more at- 
tractive it really doesn’t pay and it 
really is in bad taste in a drawing 
room. 

But black cold cream is different. 
This is made (l’ve given the formula 
often and you may know it) by hold- 
ing a candle under a bit of glass or 
china and collecting a spoonful or 
so of soot. This is mixed with a 
little white vaseline or cold cream 
to form a fairly sticky paste. Take 
a little of this between thumb and 
forefinger, rub over the lashes (wip- 
ing off any that may get on the skin) 
and your lashes are dark and yet nat- 
ural looking. 

If your lashes are naturally dark, 
this same treatment will make them 
seem longer because it will. darken 
them out to their very tips. The 
trouble with most eyelashes is that 
they are so fine the coloring matter 
does not extend to the ends, or does 
so in such a faint line that the hairs 
are really invisible. The dark cream 
gives them full value, makes their 
full length visible. Which, in turn, 
makes the eyes look larger and gives 
them a certain depth and lustre that 
they do not have with short, or thin 
Jashes. It is, to tise an old simile, 
like putting a picture in the right 
or the wrong frame.
